I am a new member of the WIFDA, so a brief introduction is in order. I am 15 years 
old and a sophomore in high school. I have been FM DX'ing since May, when I got the 6 
element on the roof. I have heard about 210 stations so far, with a but 5 via 
tropo/GW. My lone foreign logging is CJAY-92.1. I am also an active ham radio operator 
on 10 and 15 meters. That and MW DX’ing are my main hobbies, with 1400 stations heard 
on MW. Just in case you are not familiar with it, the Sangean that I use for FM DX is 
virtually the same as the Realistic DX—440 SW/LW/FM portable. I replaced the filters 
with 150s with the help of Todd Brandenburg. It overloads terribly, but the notch 
really helps out a lot. I cannot point my antenna N or S because a lot of the local 
transmitters are located just north of me, and the 6 element antenna‘s front to back 
ratio is not to good, so overload also occurs when pointed south. When channel 6, WOW? 
signs off at night, quite a bit of the overload also ‘signs off', so I am looking for a 
trap to use for FM. I am planning on stacking the Archer 6 element soon, and that 
should help the front to back ratio and create deeper nulls of the overload. The 8/L 
trop lasted 20 hours without a break, and was probably the best of the season for me. 
‘The Es has been just as poor here as in the rest of the country. 2 openings on FM 
brought 4 stations in. I only noted Es on TV 5 times this year. The openings that did 
hit FM had were short- one was 10 minutes, the other was 16 minutes. Maybe the winter 
skip season will bring better results. 73's and good DX!

I bought a package of 5@ switching diodes at Radio Shack and began to mess 
around some more with my receiver's digital tuning. I’ve now installed a toggle 
switch to switch between 0.1 and @.05 increments. (This same switch 
simutaneously switches AN between 10 and S kHz increments). Too bad the @.1 
increment isn't 0.2! There are 3 places for diodes in the FM section...the 2 for 
deciding increments..and a third which converts the tuner to the Japanese 75-90 
MHz FM band. Handy for Future use...especially if our FM band eventually expands 
to 76-108 MHz..which I think it will. Cflusic AM stations could switch to FM 
leaving At for clear-channel sports, talk, weather, trucker programming, etc. —~ 
@ cleanup of the clear channels is the only saviour for AM..as reliable 
long-distance reception is it's only real advantage over FM. Right now, many of 
the clear channels are anything but.)

Otherwise, a “FM13" was tried for about 10 days but 1 
jas Tess than happy with its performance. Although there seemed to be somewhat better nulls 
on a few channels (notably 105.5, 106.3, and 107.1 possibly), overall I was less than 
jmpressed as I partially or completely Lost a number of nulls I now enjoy with the stacked 
Stereo Probe 9s. I was particularly distressed to completely lose the nulls on WJLK-94.3 and 
WNWK-105.9 and the Loss of WBR-99.5 and WKSZ~100.3 over locals under average Summertime 
conditions.

Although I did not think the FM=13 was @ bad antenna Cit isn't bad at all), my preference is 
for the stacked Stereo Probe 9s.

After complaining about poor reception in June, July and August turned out to be 
much better. July 30-31 found the best skip opening to FL, Cuba, and the Bahamas 
I've seen here. Many thank yous to Arnie Coro for sending the Cuban FM informa- 
tion. I was able to ID six Havana stations. The only discrepancy found (July VUD, 
p. 22), is that Radio Metropolitana is on 102.9 rather than 102.7. (A typo?) 
Those heard broadcasting in $tereo were 93.7 95.1 and 100.7. I did hear 95.1 of, 
and 90.3 SS mono, but could not ID either, so uncountable. 92-1 and 98,7 were not 
heard due to my local on 92.1 and 98.7 in Key West, FL which was blasting in! 


The listing of "FM Operations in the Caribbean Area," (August VUD p. 8-9), is 
interesting and nice to have. However, I find two omissions. A 103.7 SS mono 
station mentioning Havana and Cuba frequently was heard by Dave Brumfield, Rich- 
mond, IN, Andy Bolin, Charleston, IL, and myself, Perhaps a new station has come 
on the air recently in Havana? A 104.5 Nassau, Bahamas is also missing from the 
list. I note that a 107.1 and 107.9 are given for Nassau. The 107.1 was heard by 
Keith Pugh in AL, but has anyone ever heard the 107.9? Does it exist? 


On July 31 Dave Brumfield called me from Richmond, IN as he was getting 104.5 in 
the Bahamas. I tried for it, but WAJC Indianapolis dominated. I began adjusting 
my phase box, and bingo! The Nassau station came in o/WAJC with the DJ announc- 
ing birthday greetingsto area residents. Then he said, "The afternoon drive at 
104.5, the music favorite in Nassau." After a song was played, I heard the DJ 
mention Bahamas. The Es was barely strong enough at the time to receive this 
station. Without the phase box, it wouldn't have been there. 


I wrote WXUT at the University of Toledo to ask if they and WXTS, Toledo Public 
Schools, had separate transmitters. After three months, an answer was received. 
The only thing WXUT and WXTS share ic the frequency. WKUT has an ERP of 100 
watts with a height of 57.5 meters, while WXTS is still at 107 watts with a 
height of 38 meters. The WXTS cp of 1988 never materialized, as they didn't 
receive the needed money for a power increase. Keith Bergman, Traffic and Con- 
tinuity Director of WXUT said, "We went open-air November 2, 1990, and the re~ 
sponse 50 far from the Toledo community has been phenomenal. WXUT previously 
was carried by the Buckeye Cable System at 106.1 FM. WXUT & WXTS are on 88.3. 


Andy Bolin and I have locals on 92.1. Andy bet me a coke he could log a station 
by Es on 92.1 over his local before I did. Well, I lost. Andy taped WCTQ Venice, 
FL mixing with his WEIC local, only 2.7 miles from his house at 5100 watts! I 
heard his tape mention "92-CTQ," when he played it over the phone for me. This 
shows us what a phase box can do. Andy would be willing to draw up an instal- 
lation and use manual and sell his invention at a reasonable price if enough 
DXers were interested in purchasing a phase box. No, I was not given a skematic, 
nor did I ask for one. After a year of experimenting and $800.00 in parts, Andy 
finally came up with the right solution. One may write to Andy at 709 Lincoln, 
Charleston, IL 61920. His telephone: (217) 345-5778. Not only does Andy build 
boxes for FM, but also for TV channels 2-6 and 7-13. There are phase boxes on 
the market, but Andy says, "Beware!" The ones he has seen advertised can not 
search in a 360 degree circle and often times one has to change cable lengths 
for each frequency, which would be total nonsense for us DXers. I recommend to 
everyone to investigate the Andy Bolin phase box. 


Am I the third person to log over 2,000 FM stations from one location? I'll be

Note #2: EBS test included message from Gov. Hund declaring "EBS Week" in Alabama. At 
end of test, a "WJ" slogan snuck through. I assume WMJJ is the WZBQ monitors for EBS 
alerts. It is possible that WOBQ relalys W4JJ Birmingham, but I hear their simulcasting AM 
frequently here, and have never heard a W4JJ slogan before. 

Note #3: Shortly before leaving work for 10 mins. to pick up some dinner, a viewer in 
Murfreesboro called complaining of interference, and said he was seeing a Texas station on 
channel 3, While sitting in the Wendy's drive-through, something clobbered local WaOT 89.5; 
on tuning to 87.75, heard a few seconds of "Mama's Family", followed by a Coke w/ TX ment., 
and ‘one for Burger King. ‘The MUF then dropped below 87.75. This particular opening lasted 
less than 90 seconds,although there may have been more before and after. 

Note #4: Second translator ever logged. Often can't hear the primary due to overload! 
All Gistances above are educated guesses. Where there's a TV station in the same city, I 
assume the FMs to be co-located(usually a safe guess); where there's no TV, I estimate the 
latitude & longitude fron an atlas. In either case, a BASIC program handles the 
caléulation T suppose the official FOC tapes(very expensive! )are the only available 
reference with FM station coordinates.

However, the massive high pressure system that sometimes sits out in the Pacific 
doesn’t look like It will materialize along with any long-haul tropo ducting. 

On one of our rare thunderstorms here last month (July 27th), the FETs in my 
UHF-TV preamplifier must have picked up a charge by Induction and are toast. I will 
need a new unit and may build one with around 20 dB gain. If that project doesn’t come 
about by "winter tower prep” time, I'll purchase one - perhaps a Channel Master. I hope 
DX has Improved for all. E skip MUFs have been low (about 70-75 MHz) and FM has been 
a flop as a result, CBUT-2 locally is once again signing off between 0230-0700 PDT

Yeah, we had a tornado come through Macomb last March. Neighbors two blocks 
from here lost their 70° tower with a Channel Master 1110, 7" dish and FM antenna on It. 
Frank’s satellite dish was blown off its mount. The worst here was the mast holding the 
dish bent at about a 45° angle, the center element on my ham tribander broke and wanted 
to spin around like a windmill, and a two foot high stack of shingles blew off the roof. 

The tower didn’t budge. When my old 70’ tower fell last year due to high winds the 
new tower's guying was dubbed “Operation Overkill” and it worked. Anyway, a new 
‘Operation Overkill” was just completed on August 22nd, but this time with the mast. The 
new mast consists of two inner pipes each of which is Schedule 80 galvanized steel with a 
1/4" wall, plus an outer shell of 1/16" galvanized steel conduit with all three welded 
together. I also put up a brand new Channel Master 7’ screened dish. 

The past E skip season was pretty lame although it started to pick up towards the 
end. Tropo has been extremely lame so far. In any previous year there has been some 
super tropo during the August 20th to September 10th period. As of today (09/03), it's 
been dismally dead except for enhancement out to 350 miles and a few minor openings. 

If anybody has a chance to compare the new RDX Labs UA-900 preamplifier (the 
round shaped one, not the square shaped one) to the PA-4975 I'd be interested in hearing 
about how sensitivity and overload handling compare. 73.

Didn't know if 
I'd ever get it back together. Very little E skip early August for a below average E skip 
year. Tropo this summer also way below last year. Hope autumn is better. 

The Perseids shower peaked around 0900 local time on August 12th with an estimated 
several hundred meteors a minute, the best peak I have observed in 27 years of 
monitoring it on 144 MHz. For almost two hours there was meteor induced E skip at times 
up to a least 220 MHz where I made 9 contacts. Hope some TV-DXers caught this 
extraordinary high band opening.

Transmission appears to have been In black and white. Double hop E skip to the 
Caribbean area is possible. Reception of Mexico less likely as it would have been at a 90° 
angle to a highly directional antenna and I hadn't seen it minutes before when pointed 
that direction, No one at the convention had seen it. Any help would be appreciated, 
There is one August logging. Lightning hit my antenna while at the convention. 
Much of my DX equipment must be replaced. I am completely renewing my antenna setup.
